A check of the present status of the inventories of the SIS Offices 
indicates that the list of autonobiles as furnished by CIG is correct with the < 
following exceptions: 


We indicated to CIG that in Buenos Aires, Argentina a 1939 Ford 
and a 1940 Oldsnobile were available for them, and in Quito, 

Ecuador a 1941 Dodge and a 1942 Ford were available. The Fords » 
have now been disposed of because of their completely unserviceable 
condition,and to avoid storage charges pending their being taken 
over by CIG.

As you know. Agent Jack West and a stenographer are in Port-Au-Prince, 
Haiti. On September 19, 1946, in a letter to General Vandenberg we advised 
him that the Bureau was holding in abeyance its plans to close out Port-Au-Prince, 
yHaiti, San Salvador, El Salvador and Tegucigalpa, Honduras until CIG was in a 
■^position to take over coverage in those countries. It is thought that a letter 
should be sent to General Vandenberg pointing out that Port-Au-Prince, Haiti 
s. was omitted from the recent list and requesting that the Bureau be advised 
K immediately as to when CIG win have a representative in Port^Au-Prince. 


J On July 23, 1946, General Vandenberg was advised by letter that 

instructions had been issued closing our liaison office in Panama within the 
near future. The office was subsequently closed on August 7, 1946 and we have 
had no representatives in Panama City since that date.

You will recall that our. office in San Jose, Costa Rica was closed 
on August 16, 1946, at which time a CIG Representative had already arrived in 
San Jose.
